GENEVA, Switzerland, Jan. 30—The world disarma- 
ment conference meets here next Tuesday with a world in 
arms, and with the most tense international situation that 
has arisen in years. 
Despite covenants and pacts the world is today spending 
four and a half billion dollars a year on armaments. 
“Maintenance of peace’, runs the historic undertaking 
which all members of the League assumed under the coven- 
ant, “requires the reduction of national safety and the en- 
forcement by common action of international obligations”. 
And in the varying interpretation of those four limiting 
words “consistent with national safety” mainly lies the ex- 
planation of the world’s armament expenditure.

Tuberculosis Fears 
May Be Allayed by 
New Vaccine Find

LONDON, Jan. 30,—Henri Spahlinger, director of 
the Institute of Bacterio Therapique at Geneva and 
noted authority on tuberculosis, has published a formula 
for anti-tubercule vaccine, which, he claimed would 
establish complete immunity to the disease in human 
beings and animals. 

Spahlinger’s announcement came at the conclusion of 
years of intensive research during which he used up 
his entire personal fortune of $500,000. He was able to 
continue his work only through the financial aid of the 
Khan, the Duke of Westminster and others who appre- 
ciated the importance of the problem sought to solve.

Both of them are be- 
ing heavily taxed in translating their cur- 
rencies through the medium of New York 
exchange. Perhaps Mr. Stevens’ idea is 
that Canada should also drop the gold 
standard pretence, and let the dollar find 
the level fixed by its value as a trading 
unit.

On Thursday the Japa 
Their warships bombarded the forts 
Woosung, while their landing troops 
tered Shanghai, fought street battles wi 
the Chinese forces and took possession of 
the Chinese city. The foreign quarter is 
apparently the only section of Shanghai 
that is not now in Japanese hands or un- 
der Japanese control. 

This swoop on Shanghai carries the 
hostilities from Manchuria into the vitals 
of China. The Japanese thrust has gone 
into the commercial heart of the Empire, 
and its forces are now within strik 
tance of the capital at Nanking. By \ 
ever diplomatic term the proceedings in 
Manchuria may have been characterized, 


there is no doubt about what is takin 
place at Shanghai. It is war, bloody an 
purposeful, whatever it may be called. 

A couple of years ago the Nationalist 
Government of China was insistent to the 
point of being insulting that the foreigners 
must get out of China officially. Their 
concessions must be surrendered, their 
he withdrawn, their warships depart. 
Nanking was more than ready to assume 
the responsibility of protecting the lives 
and property of foreign residents, accord- 
ing, of course, to the measure of protection 
it might think to be coming to them. 

Whatever the Chinese Goverment 
may now think about the propriety of the 
hated western warships being in Chinese 
waters and landing marines at Shanghai, 
and whatever may happen in the future, 
China may thank these Powers that the 
“hands off” policy has not been complied 
with in the sense in which that was de- 
manded two years ago. Had that been 
done, China would be in hopeless plight, 
and the authorities at Nanking would be 
taking orders from Tokyo or making 
tracks for parts unknown. 

Any chance China may now have that 
intervention will save it from complete 
subjugation and partition at the pleasure 
of Japan is represented by the forces 
which ar ng guard over the foreign 
quarter of Shanghai.

Circulation Has 


Large Increase 


When depression strikes a country 
many avenues of pleasure are closed 
to its citizens, There is, however al 
ways one form of amusement, both 
edifying and entertaining, open even 
to the poorest, and that is the public 
lending-library, Figures tssued at the 


public library board Thursday would 
indicate that the pastime of a quict 
evening beside the fireside with a 
good book has proven increasing! 
popular in this city during the past 
year, And these same figures also show 
that there is a tendency among the 
reading public towards the perusal of 
books which are classed as non-fiction 

ociology, fine arts, literature, his- 
tory and many others. The report is 
compiled by E. L. Hill, librariar 

Circulation records for both of Ed- 
monton's public libraries bring to light 
he fact that total circulation for 
1931, exclusive of unaccessioned and 
pecial loans, was 643,812 as compared 
with 543,521 for the preceding year 
This is an increase of 100,291 or 20 
per cent 

The figures also reveal that since 
1926 the circulation for home use has 
f © up over 73 per cent. The circu- 
lation for that year was 371,643. Dur- 
ing the six years under review, the 
total levy as public libraries’ rate has 
increased from $40,000 to $50,000, an 
increase of 25 per cent, as compared 
with a jump in circulation of 73 per 
cent,
